could try to repudiate the Yalt 
agreements. But 
there are two 


goad reasons to think twice before 
doing it: 


Such 
a 
repudiation, 
since 
it 


couldn't mend the broken agree 
ments, would be a gesture only; 
and 
if 
Roosevelt's 
agreements 


were repudiated now, how could 
any nation ever expect any agree 
ment by a future president 
to 


stand? 


Preisdnet Eisenhower and Secre- 


tary of State Dulles probably 
ad 


both thoughts in mind when thev 
took office in 1953. They didn't 
recommend 
repudiation. 
They 


simply asked Congress to condemn 
Russia for bad faith. 


The 
Republican-run 
Congress 


then did nothing. Even if Eisen- 
hower now asked for repudiation, 
the present Congress, run by Dem- 
ocrats, would certainly turn 
him 


down. To do otherwise would be to 
repudiate a Democratic president, 
Roofevelt. 


There were three main 
agree- 


ments at the wartime Yalta con- 
Terence: 
(1) cooperation among 


th Big Three in 
srushing Ger- 


many; (2 cooperation in creating 
free governments in Eastern Eu- 
rope; and (3) Russia's 
promise, 


after getting concessions in Asia, 
to get into the war against Japan. 
Roosevelt had the advice of his 
military leaders in wanting Rus- 
sia to help end the Japanese war 
fast. 


Russia did get in, only five days 


before Japan 
quit. Ever 
since, 


Republicans have criticized Roose- 
velt for acting, as their 1952 plat- 
form' said, "without the knowledge 
or consent of Congress or of 
the 


American people." 


The Democrats have argued he 


did what he thought was best and 
that the agreemnts were good, if 
the Russians had lived up to them. 
Roosevelt certainly did not reveal 
the whol story when he returned 
from Yalta. 


In a report to Congress in March 


1945, he mentioned only the agree 
ments on Germany, 
th e United 


Nations 'and Eastern Europe. It 
was understandable, 
for wartime 


reasons, that he did not speak of 
agreements on Asia and the Pacif- 
ic war. 


But he went far beyond, telling

Star Plant Flooded 


We Have Close Call 


on Today's Edition 


Your correspondent delayed writ- 


ing this until noon today because 
there was a good 
deal of doubt 


whether we would be able to get 
out this first edition after Sunday's 
storm. 


The vulnerable point in all news- 


paper plants is the electric power 
system under the big press. It's a 
sitting duck for a flood. We know 
this, of course, and suppled we 
had the situation covered during 
the emergency of rebuilding the 
newspaper structure—on which we 
have completed three weeks' work. 


But the deluge Sunday afternoon 


overran our pump, filled up the 
press pit, "drowning" both the big 
drive motor and the pump motor 
— and spreading an inch or two of 
water over the entire newspaper 
building. We still have the original 
roof 
over the building, but the 


structure is open on the west end 
temporarily—and Sunday's storm 
came in from the west like a tidal 
wave. 


Both your correspondent and Con- 


tractor B. W. Edwards were on 
the newspaper 
property 
cither 


when the storm hit or shortly be- 
fore. I checked 
the press pit at 


3:05 
p. m., stepped out for coffee, 


was trapped by flood waters in a 
cafe when the storm hit at 3:15, and 
got back to the building 
at 3:30. 


Mr. Edwards was in the building 
when the storm hit, and he said 
nothing anyone could have done 
would have averted a flo^d at this 
particular stage of construction. 


We killed all electric Circuits in 


the flooded building and got the 
press pit pumped out by gasoline 
power early Sunday night. Ray 
Allen and his electrician crew took 
out the press and pump motors an»l 
turned them 
over to Texavkana

Sub Brings 
New Era to 
Navy Warfare 


GROTON, Conn. (UP) — The 


joint congressional atomic 
ener- 


gy commission said today the "very 
high speeds and unlimited endur- 
ance" of the atomic-powered sub- 
marine Nautilus mark the begin- 
ning of a new approach to naval 
warfare. 


The statement was issued after 


13 members of the committee com- 
pleted a 20-hour cruise aboard the 
Nautilus. They were the first lay- 
men ever permitted aboard 
the 


craft. 


"We are enthusiastic about her 


performance," the committee said. 
'We were Impressed with the fun- 
damental simplicity of controls of 
the nuclear reactor, and with the 
very high speeds the Nautilus-can 
maintain for unlimited time 
un- 


der sustained operating conditions: 


"These very high speeds and un- 


limited endurance are possible only 
through the use of nuclear 
fuel. 


The Nautilus is the only 
subma- 


rine that can completely circle the 
gobe at full speed submerged.'* 


The success of the Nautilus, the 


committee said; "marks the be- 
ginning, of a new'approach to na- 
val Warfare, and indeed the ulti-
